You may include citations or 
copies of similar ref^ences that show this information to have been previously released and 
alread y in the public domain, although a mere listing of publish ed cit^ions may not n^es^rily 
be sufficient to change the Board’s decision. If the Board upholds its initial decision, you may 
then formally appeal the Board’s reconsideration decision. Such appeals go to the Agency’s 
Executive Director for a final Agency decision. If you wish to appeal, you must do so within 30 
days of the Board’s reconsideration decision. The appeal must be in writing and must be sent to 
the Board’s Chairman. Appeal documentation must include the material intended for publication 
and any supporting material you would like the Executive Director to consider.
